Foraker Rouses the Convention to 
the Mighest Pitch of Knthu- 
siasm. . 
A remarkable scene occurred 

Thursday in the Chicago Conven- 

tion when Sherman was being 

placed in nomination, It was pre-. 
cipitated by Foraker in seconding 
the nominat.ou of the Obiv Sena- 


tor, ard was more of a Foraker | 


than a Sherman demoustrationa. 
Mr. Foraker bad gone on in his 
speech amid iapidly growing ex- 
citement, and as he scured brilliant 
point after brilliavt point in’ bis 
magnetic manuer he wrought the 
vast throng up to the highest pitch 
of enthusiasm. The crowd bad 
-been almost bunting with it for 
two days. Foraker removed the 
pressure, and a great popular ex- 
plosion of pathetic sentiment was 
the result. Foraker’s eulogy of 
Sherman was splendid, especially 
when taken in connection with the 
unprecedented combination of sur- 
rouudings. He closed his speech 
with an allusion tothe fact that the 
Dem ‘crats had chosei ared ban- 


dana for their banner, and that the 
Republican party of America and 
for America would carry for the 
banner the American flug. A dele- 
gate in the Ohio delegation sprang 
to his feet and waving a big flag, 
yelled: ‘“‘Hereitis!’’ That broke 
the last link that held down the 
pent upand bubbling feelings of the 
Couvention, and tuey burst forth 
with a mighty roar, likes storm on 
a rovck-buund coast, or the thunders 
uf the sky. The Convention passed 
beyond a!l vontrol, or thought of 
ecoutrul, Teo thousand miniature 
banners of the stars and stripes 
were w ved al:f:.

It was for all that flag 
means. It was asceneof the kind 
tbat thrills men’s bearts with mem- 
ories of days that will never die. 
Jo and ou went the mighty dem- 
onstration. As the minutes crept 
away the limit is act reached, but 
men whoare wise men and calm 
men are moved out of themselves, 
and with flaming eyes and strained 
vuices they have joiuedin the de- 
claim. A hundred feet above beads 
haods that look like those of chil- 
dren wave the great bands of red, 
white and blue bunting that 
run across the ball for huodreds 
of feet. From this loty eleva- 
tion fluttered down scores of smal! 
flags, so that the air itself showered 
the starry emb'ems. Suddenly the 
volume of sound begins to assumea 
rhythmic cadence. It does so iv- 
voluntarily. The same impulse 
coines to every unit in that great 
aggregate. It grows and deepens, 
Slowty vut surely it becomes more 
evident, aud at last it take form in 
the old and fauiiliar song, **March- 
ing Through Georgia; and as the 
mighty chorus swells to perfeet 
harmony from ten thousand throats, 
the scene berame sublime. Men 
ordinarily collected lost tueir beads, 
and were men in the exci‘ement of 
battle. Young men in that kall 
eould get some idea of the feeling 
behind the American flag, of the 
sentiment it stands for, with its 
power to move meu’s souls, and 
understand as they never before 
understood why their fathers 
poured out their diood in battle. 

The only ‘“suuff-rag’’ played a 
good part, in that it was the iustru- 
ment in bringing about this dem- 
onstratiun, which was in its wayas 
graud and effective aud unexpected 
The scenes 
will live in history among the 
most remarkable ever recorded of 
the deliberation of civil assem- 
blages, It was a mighty reflex 
wave trom all the tendency of 
things in the last few yeurs. It 
was the patriotic pride of the peo- 
ple—their devotion and their love 
expressing itself. Faster and 
faster as the myriad of banners 
waved, wilder and wilder yet be- 
came the exvitement, and grander 
grew the scene. Upon it looked 
down the portraits of tke great 
heroes of the Republican party, 
and calmly facing in marble the 
heroic head of Jobn A. Logan. 
Overhead and all around, by tens 
of thousands, appeared flags of 
America. The very air was full of 
inspiration. It w+s charged with 
the electricity of patriotism, and 
love of home, and glorifivation of 
great souls, great deeds, a great 
land, great anticipations and great 
memories.
